Upon their return o;^ 9 June 1947 they were sr.mnoned to Karlshorst and ^ 
severely reprimanded for the resolution which had been adopted at Erfurt* 
The Russians found fault with the lack of party discipline within the LDP, 
and with the independent policy pursued by the steto organizations* The 
Russians said that they could not, under these circumstances, tolerate the 
holding of the zonal conventioh scheduled for July 1947 in Brfurt^ and
